I need some Collins help. 

First, I have a KWS-1 that I liberated from a good buddy CB'er. First time in 
a dummy load got me 300W in tune on 80M and MAX current on all other bands. 

It needed neutralization bad. I also found every tube to be way under spec on 
my TV-2 tube tester. Replaced all but the finals. Problem is worse now. I 


cannot get it neutralized on any band now. C283 for the 6CL6 grid-plate 
neutralization has no effect but I can get proper indications on the final 
neutralization procedure. HELP 


Second, the plate tuning controls (2 of them) are fancy front panel mounted 
turns counters made by Helipot Corp. "Duodials". They are made of pot metal 
with a small brass gear inside. The brass gear is terminally jammed because 
the pot metal knob housing is elongated (jamming the brass gear) due to 
excesSive set-screw tightening. The Collins Newsletter editor suggested I buy 
surplus Collins 180 antenna tuners to get the knobs off of them. Those knobs 
could cost several hundred bucks with that winner of an idea. Can anyone help 
me on this one??

Subject: Crystals for R. L. Drake Rigs 


There have been a number of requests recently for crystals for R. L. 

Drake rigs. Any crystal manufacturer should be able to supply these units 
quickly and inexpensively. The only thing to worry about is whether a 
series resonant or parallel resonant crystal is needed. Drake usually 
states which type is needed in their manuals in the section on extended 
frequency coverage. If a parallel resonant crystal is specified, a 
particular value of capacitance will also be specified. Drake generally 
used crystals with HC-6/U cases. Formulas for the crystal frequencies are 
also given in the manuals. 


I personally like International Crystal but I have gotten quicker service 
and lower prices from JAN (addresses are usually found in any QST). Maybe 
I have just been unlucky over the years but I have never gotten a crystal 
yet from JAN that was within its specified tolerance; however, other 
people have been very happy with them. I have never gotten an off-spec 
crystal from International yet. JAN used to make the old FT-243 cased 
crystals too for older xtal-controlled boatanchors.

Jack and Roy have responded to my question(s) about R25 on the Viking 25. 
Thanks very much and here is an update for anyone else that may benefit. 


Found R25 to be indeed defective, checked the capacitors and the tube 


socket and found no problem there. L2 is Ok. (defective L2 mentioned was 
in my parts rig) 


After replacing R25, found that this puppy runs HOT! I wonder if anyone 
else finds this to be true or if I have further troubleshooting to do. To 
help matters as much as I can, I removed the back on R25 to allow a bit 
more air flow through and around the pot. 


End result is that the Viking is now running, after repairing about 6 
seperate problems including; SHort in HV B+, and then after repairing, 
low HV B+, Low LV B+, low bias supply, no modulation caused by defective 
speech amp new out of box, shorted C7 AND C55. 


Now that the basic transmitter is operating, bring on the mods! <grin>. 
Thanks, group, for the support.
